Ere one ray of the splendor of that brilliant spectacle of the state 
ball has faded from memory, I will consecrate to the fature its impres- 
sions upon me; although I have just arisen from a few hours’ sleep, and 
still feel quite weary from the varied pleasures of the last night. 

At nine, our excellent Minister and his niece with the attachés of 
legation called for me, and in our respective carriages we drove through 
St. James’s Park to Buckingham Palace. Long lines of soldiers were 
drawn up near the entrance, and gentlemen in el-gant costumes ushered 
us into the cloak-room. We stood some time looking at the distinguished 
and royal personages as they entered; only those, and the diplomatic 
corps, and the members of the Queen’s household, passed that way. 
After a brief delay, we ascended the great staircase; on each side of the 
marble steps, masses of flowers were placed, so arranged they formed im- 
mense beds of gorgeous hue. 

Entering the state apartments, we tarried in the yellow drawing- 
room, until ten o’clock. Then the guests withdrew from the centre of 
the room, leaving a clear space like an avenue betweer the hedges of 
splendidly dressed women. As we thus stood in eager expectation, the 
plate-glass doors of the saloon were thrown open; the Lord Chambers 
lain, with a golden red in his hand, walked in backwards, the band 
struck up “God save the Queen,” and Victoria, sovereign over many 
millions of people, entered. 

By-her side was the Queen of Hanover, then the Crown Princess of 
Prussia, and the Duchess of Gloucester. Next came the Duchess of 
Kent, and the Princess Mary of Cambridge; the Duchess of Cambridge, 
and the Princess of Hohenlohe, the Dachess of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, and 
the Duchess of Sutherland ; then all the maids of honor and ladies in wait- 
ing. After these came Prince Albert. and the King of Hanover; the 
Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, and the Duke of Coburg Gotha; the 
Duke of Meclenburg Strelitz, and the Prince of Hohenlohe; the Duke 
of Cambridge, noble lords, gentlemen in waiting, foreign ambassadors 
and ministers. 

Queen Victoria moved gracefully along, smiling and bowing ina 
kind, cordial manner, to the right and tothe left. Reaching the throne- 
room, she ascended the canopied “ haut pas,” where she seated herself 
surrounded by her royal guests. The throne-room was a spacious and 
noble saloon, hung with crimson satin, the lofty ceiling supported by 
marble columrs, and richly emblazoned; while around it was a frieze, 
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(also of white marble,) representing the °: wars: of the roses.” It was 
brightly illuminated by the light which caine from erystal globes and 
golden candelabra. ; : 

Dazzling was the scene around me, resplendent as day with flashing 
diamonds and sparkling gems. There were more than two thousand 
guests; every lady in magnificent toilette, and every gentleman in court- 
dress, or in uniform. Soon delightful musie from Jullien’s band (led by 
the famous composer himself) filled the grand apartment with its exqui- 
site strains. Then the Lord Chamberlain waved his golden Wand, the 
crowd drew back, and a large quadrille was formed, which consisted of 
her Majesty and all her royal visitors. 

Queen Victoria is much handsomer than painfers have represented 
her. She is not tall, but her form is of graceful symmetry; and her 
bust, arms, and feet, are beautiful. A bright and beaming smile lights 
up her face. Then there is such an air of honest, earnest goodness about 
her—a genial manner, so lovely and lovable—“ my heart was quickly 
won,” and sincerely could I have exclaimed, like her own loyal subjects, 
“God save the Queen.” Her dress was of white lace embroidered with 
straw, and green silk; her hair parted on the forehead, and simply 
bound round her head, which was encircled with a wreath of poppies, 
the heart of each flower formed by a large diamond. Around the cor- 
sage was a band of diamonds of vast size, while a perfect river of light 
seemed to flow around her neck, and rest upon her bosom. She wore 
the blue ribbon (the Order of the Garter), with a clasp of radiant gems. 

Prince Albert was in the uniform otf the Rifles, (since the death of 
the Duke of Wellington he has been appointed colonel of that regiment.) 
It was of dark green cloth. and a short jacket, and a sinall paletét hang- 
ing from the shoulder, Upon his breast were many glittering Orders, 
He is truly a handsome man; with regular features, and a most benign 
and beautiful expression of countenance. His manner is elegant, and his 
movements in the dance were extremely graceful. Ile was always the 
vis-d-vis of her Majesty, and in passing each other they constantly inter- 
changed words, and pleasant, happy glances, 

The Duke of Cambridge is a tall, gallant, dashing-looking person. 
He was dressed in a splendid uniform. His sister, Princess Mary of 
Cambridge, although quite young, is an uncommonly large woman. She 
has an amiable, pleasant face. The Prince of Saxe-Coburg Gotha is an 
elder brother of Prince Albert. Then there was Prince Edward of Saxe- 
Weimar, nephew of the Dowager Queen Adelaide and her heir. [le is 
the son of the Duke of Saxe-Weimar, who went many years ago to 
America, and wrote a clever book about it. 

The Queen of Ilanover is not a handsome person, but her relative, 
the Crown Princess of Prussia, has a majestic and commanding air, and 
fine figure. Her husband (brother to the present King of Prussia) is a 
dignified and stately personage. Their son Frederick William, it is 
whispered in court circles, will probably marry, in a few years, the 
Princess Royal of England. His appearance is extremely prepossessing ; 
he is a fine-looking, elegant, and well-mannered youth. 

Besides these there were several other princes and princesses, all 
Germans,—none, however, remarkable for personal attractions, 

The King of Hanover awakened my deepest interest; he is entirely 
blind While they were dancing the quadrille, he sat talking to his 
aid-de-camp, and I earnestly watched his countenance. Tis features are 
handsome, and his poor eyes largeand blue. They have quite a natural 
expression, but, alas! they are fixed for ever upon darkness. It was 
really touching to remark the eagerness with which the queen (his wife) 
would run to him the moment the dance was over, and seating herself 
by his side, would apparently describe the joyous scene to him. Smiles 
would steal like sunbeams over his face, and those sightless eyes were 
turned towards her with loving tenderness. It was pleasant.too, to see 
the kind attention paid him by Queen Victoria. She often conversed 
with him in a merry, cheerful way, When another quadrille was played, 
and they all left him, a deep sadness fell like a veil over his features. 

Iwas happy to meet the Marquis of Granby, the eldest brother of 
dear Lady Emmeline Stnart Wortley. He is a noble and splendid man, 
graceful and charming in conversation, Two delightful persons were 
then presented to me, the Count and Countess Walewski. The Countess 
is a Florentine, a lovely and delicate creature, very like an American. 
Her complexion is fair, and a profasion of shining brown hair was 
twined around her well-shaped head in a most becoming manner. The 
Count has a wonderful resemblance to the portraits of Napoléon the 
Great. He is the son of a Poli-h countess of Warsaw, and is now the 
French Minister to the Court of St. James, where he is extremely popu- 
lar as a refined gentleman and excellent diplomatist. 

During the dancing of the-second quadrille, the Lord Chamberlain 
was introduced to me, and, after some pleasant words were exchanged, 
he remarked : “ As you are the only person here, not present at the last 
drawing-room, I will have the pleasure, Madame, of presenting you to 
her Majesty.” 

Of course I was delighted at this unexpected and unnsnal compli- 
Ment, as presentations at a state-ball are not frequent. When the dance 


Was over, and the Queen seated again, the Lord Chamberlain waved his 
wand of authority, and the company drew back, leaving a space vacant 
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in front of the throne; then I approached, and was presented to her 
Majesty, who advanced and greeted me in the most gracious and kind 
manner, stniling sweetly as I courtsied low before her, and then passed 
on to the group of distinguished and royal personages who encircled her 
throne. 

That presentation was a bright and enchanting incident to me, and 
my heart bounded with glad and gratified emotions, as I gazed upon the 
amiable and lovely Queen, She is indeed worthy of the almost adoring 
affection her people have for her, 

The Duchess of Sutherland was quite near me, and I conld well 
imagine she had most justly been styled the “Queen of Beauty.” Al- 
though now of wonderful “ embonpoint,” she is a magnificent woman. 
Her dress was exquisite. It was a silver moire antique, with a tunique 
(short dress) of brown crape, embroidered thickly with sparkling geins, 
The front of the corsage resembled a parterre of precious jewels, while 
multitudes of diamond pins, formed like stars, were gleaming in her fair 
hair. Her two daughters, the Duchess of Argyle and Lady Constance 
Grosvenor, were with her. They are both exceedingly handsome, and 
were attired in superb dresses, with a profusion of diamonds, 

The foreign Ministers and attachés were all in their national costume ; 
that of the Persian Minister was absolutely blazing with jewels. The 
Turkish ambassador was a most agreeable man, With the Greek, Span- 
ish, and Italian Ministers I had a very gay and interesting conversation. 
They were all well-informed and intellectual persons. 

Our kind friend Mrs. Marlay (the mother of Lady John Manners) 
presented me to many noble lords and ladies, and pointed out a number 
of remarkable people, among them Lady Rockingham, (I believe that is 
her title now, she was the great actress Miss O’Niel;) she still has traces 
of beauty, although her hair is snowy white. 

The Countess of Jersey, and her daughter, Lady Clementina Villars, 
quite charmed me by their cordial greeting. Lady Clementina was cer- 
tainly the most beautiful woman in the brilliant assemblage, although 
many contended that the Duchess of Wellington (a very lovely woman) 
surpassed her in personal charms, However, P 


aris himself might have 
been puzzled to determine to which he should award the apple. The 
Countess of Jersey is called the “queen of London fashion,” and she 
wields her sceptre with an admirable grace. 

The Duke of Wellington I recognized at a glance, from the remark- 
able nose of the family, which strikes the beholder so forcibly in the 
statue of the Iron Duke in Hyde Park. 

Although trains were dispensed with, the dresses of the ladies were 
rich, splendid, and costly. All the treasures of the mines of Goleonda 
appeared to have been yielded up to adorn their fair bosoms, and to glitter 
as coronets upon their brows. Emeralds, rubies, pearls “from Oman’s 
green waters,” opals, sapphires, were wrought into garlands and boa- 
quets, imitating flowers, and sperkling as though touched by the morn- 
ing dew. t ad 

The supper was delicious ; served up on sevres China, each plate so 
beautiful it seemed fit for a place in a painter's studio. The goblets of 
glass were exquisitely cut, and the gold spoons and forks perfectly superb. 
One end of the banquet saloon was occupied by the Royal Buffet, where 
gorgeous treasures of golden plate were glittering in amazing splendor, 
There was every imaginable variety of viands and rich patés, rare trop- 
ical fruits from the Queen’s conservatories, luscious grapes, peaches, and 
other fruits of the temperate zone ; then, wines of the finest vintage from 
France, Italy, and the Rhine valley. ; = ; 

Her Majesty danced every quadrille with spirit and evident delight. 
She tripped gaily along with the joyous glee of a girl, and the simple, 
unaffected grace of a child, She looks exceedingly young. No one 
would suppose her to be the mother of eight children, Her partners in 
the dance were usually her royal visitors, although several times she 
selected as such some noblemen of high rank. The Marquis of Granby 
was one of the persons thus honored. 1 

About two o’clock in the morning the Queen bade adieu to her 
guests, passing between two living walls, which lined the picture-gallery. 
As in entering, she kindly bowed and smiled, as the great door, panelled 
with mirrors, closed upon her. Her sweet and genial manner was really 
charming, and a low murmur ef praise and admiration was heard on 
every side. Her Majesty is traly an admirable womanly woman, or 
else she could not possess such an influence over the hearts of her people. 
She is at once their pride, their boast, and their example for all that is 
good and excellent in the various relations of life, as a wife, mother, and 
sovereign, , sas 

When Queen Victoria retired, one of the noblemen in waiting upon 
their Majesties most kindly became my geide around the sculpture and 
picture galleries, pointing out the fine paintings of Sir Peter Lely, of 
Reynolds, Rembrandt, and Wilkie. He then conducted me to the land- 
ing of the grand stairway, where we stood some time looking down upon 
the scene below. There were hundreds and hundreds of ladies in bright 
crimson and blue cloaks waiting for their carriages, while near the door- 
way was 2% band of yeomen ” (the guard of honor) in their quaint cos- 
tume of the time of Henry the Eighth. My agreeable chevalier pre- 
sented me to many pleasant persons, and I was delighted with the cor- 
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dial way in which they greeted me. One gallant old general, who had 
served long, and won many battles in India, pleased me especially. A*, 
though an aged man, he had all the enthusiasm of a young soldier. H 
spoke with warm admiration of our generals, Taylor and Scott, and of 
their glorious campaigns in Mexico. After talking awhile he invited me 
to go down to visit him at his country place, and we parted very earnest 
friends. 
“ Tow noiseless falls the foot of Time, 
That only treads on flowers.” 


Never did I realize so absolutely the truth of Shenstone’s words, as 
when our courteous friends, Mr. Ingersoll and Col. Lawrence, came to 
seek me, and said it was nearly five o’clock! Then we were at Jeast an 
hour, ready cloaked in the autechamber, ere we departed. From the 
outer gate to the door of this room, the names of princes, foreign ambas- 
sadors, and ministers, dukes, lords, and ladies, were called out in every 
variety of tone. “The Duchess of Sutherland is coming,” in a weak 
treble—* The Duchess of Sutherland is coming,” in a deep bass. Thus 
her name was repeated until she stepped into her coach, and another 
was drawn up, and the same etiquette gone through with. Our turn 
came at last, with the oft-repeated announcement of our progress to the 
outward world. Leaving the glare of the bright chandeliers, we sprang 
into our carriage. 

It was a bright, delightful morning. Numerous birds were singing 
amid the thick foliage of the trees, rejuicing in the early sunlight. The 
smoothly-cut lawn around the palace was like a velvet carpet, and the 
flowers fresh from their dewy bath of the past night. The air was so 
delicious and invigorating, that we drove entirely around the Park, over 
Constitution Hill, and along Piccadilly, to my lodgings in Portman 
Square. Iran to my chamber. Octavia was already awake, eager to 
hear the description of the magnificent ball; but my weariness was so 
—— I fell asleep, with the words “ glorious, enchanting,” upon my 
ips. 

, The Queen’s Ball! Likea beautiful picture, it shall hang within the 
brightest chamber of memory; and when troublous cares oppress me, I 
will summon that entrancing scene to the “ mind’s eye,” and for a time 
forget them all.

THE HARMONIOUS BLACKSMITH, ETC. 


From “ Life of Handel.” 


Among the “Suites” of the first collection, there is one delicious 

piece, to which a curious traditien is attached. One day as ho was 
going to Cannons, the chapel-master was overtaken by a shower, in the 
midst of the village of Edgeware, and took shelter in the house of one 
Powell, who was a blacksmith, as well as parish clerk of Whitchurch. 
After the usual salutations, Powell fell to work again at his forge, singing 
an old song the while. By an extraordinary phenomenon, the hatnmer 
striking in time, drew from the anvil two harmonic sounds, which, 
being in accord with the melody, made a sort of continuous bass. Han- 
del was struck by the incident, listened, remembered the air and its 
strange accompaniment, and, when he returned home, composed out of 
it a piece for the harpsichord. ‘Phis is the piece which has been pub- 
lished separately a thousand times under the title of The JZarmonious 
Blacksmith. This title is relatively modern. Handel himself never 
made use of it, and it is not to be found in the original copy. Mr. Richard 
Clark, who claims to have discovered Powell’s anvil, does not produce 
any authority in support of the tradition. He only states that Dr. 
Orotch informed him that, when he was at Cambridge with Dr. Hague, 
he saw in a book the melody of Zhe Harmonious Blacksmith, with the 
name of Wagenseil as composer. But this is very vague. The doctor 
ought, at any rate, to have taken the trouble of giving us some informa- 
tion as to the date and title of that book. There is another tradition, 
which would make it appear that this unknown Wagenseil had nothing 
to do with the business. It is to the effect that Handel, taking shelter 
at the blacksmith’s, listened to the unison of his hammer with the church 
bell, which was ringing at the time, and that the celebrated piece was 
the result of the inspiration thus produced. However that may be, the 
popularity of The Harmonious Blacksmith is not yet extinct; after an 
existence of one hundred and thirty-six years, it is continually being re- 
printed, and it will be reprinted so long as the human race is sensible to 
music. It has been arranged for the orchestra, and was performed in 
this manner by the Academy of Ancient Music. The name of Powell 
will descend, therefore, to’ theemost remote posterity, merely because 
Handel took shelter in his workshop for a quarter of an hour. At the 
time when I made a pilgrimage to Edgeware, a sort of square shed, 
standing alone in the middle of the great street, was shown to me as 
being the veritable forge used by Powell. 

It has been already'stated that the Royal Academy of Music attracted 
Bononcini and Attilio to London. Whether it was for the purpose of 
exciting curiosity, by putting the two Italians and the German in com- 
parison with each other, or whether the poem was divided between 








them for the purpose of accelerating the work, and because it was neces. 
sary to produce some novelty, it is certain that Muzio Scavola, which 
was produced on the 15th of April, 1721, was collaborated by the three 
composers. All the biographers agree in treating it as a sort of compe- 
tition, in which the conquered were thenceforth to give way to the con- 
queror ; and in stating that Bononcini and Attilio were dismissed. This, 
however, is not true, although Mainwaring was the first to advance it, 
These two composers were luxuries (so to speak) in the establishment of 
the Academy, and they continued to write for it up to the period of its 
dissolution. The Flying Post announces, in February, 1727, that “ the 
directors of the R. A. of Musick have resolved that after the excellent 
opera of Mr. Handel, which is now performing, Signor Attilio shall com- 
pose one; and Signor Bononcini is to compose the next after that. Thus, 
as the theatre can boast of the three best voices in Europe, and the best 
instruments, so the town will have the pleasure of hearing these three 
different styles of composing.” 

Up to a certain point, Bononcini was able to sustain the rivalry which 
is attributed to him; but as for Attilio, who was gifted with agreeable 
but not very powerful faculties, he could never aspire, nor did he aspire, 
to any such competition. Ariosti Attilio (who was a Dominican monk, 
exempted from all the duties of his condition because he was supposed 
to be a genius) crosses the path of Handel's life like a melancholy shade, 
Already we have seen him at Berlin take the young virtuoso of Halle on 
his knee, and delighting himself with listening to him for whole hours, * 
At London he produced his works quietly and without intrigue, never 
mixing himself up with the violent contests which agitated the musical 
world. In 1730 he lapsed into silence and poverty, not even knowing 
how to get any advantage from his talent upon the viol @amour, which 
he introduced into England in 1716, during a short visit at that period, 
A mild, timid, and inoffensive man, and as graceful as a woman, he was 
crushed to nothingness between the colossal Handel and the arrogant 
Bononcini. 

It was the latter who composed the second act of Muzio Scerola, and 
Attilio the first; but the third (which was composed by Handel) gen- 
erally ubtained the preference. The critics were reduced to accuse it of 
incorrectness. In the overture added to this act, Handel made use of a 
semitone, which the pedants declared to be an unpardonable license. 
“ Be it so,” said Geminiani, “ but such a semitone is worth a world.” 

The victory gained by Handel over the two rivals who were opposed 
to him only served, as is usual in such cases, to excite all the more ve- 
hemently the cabal which was arising among a party of the English 
nobility against him and in favor of Bononcini. The chapel-master of 
Cannons was not much of a courtier. Jealous of his independence, 
proud, and always dignified, many noble lords failed to obtain from him 
the submission which they required. The wit of the party which cre- 
ated this rivalry continued to keep it alive. Swift, who admired noth- 
ing, and who had no ear, wrote an epigram upon the subject, which was 
set as “cheerful glee for four voices: ” 

‘Some say that Signor Bononcini, 
Compared to Handel, is a ninny ; 
Whilst others say, that to him, Handel 
Is hardly fit to hold a eandle. 

Strange that such difference should be 
"Twixt Tweedledum and Tweedledee.” 

The angry injustice of the nobles is far preferable to the injurious and 
empty eclecticism of this immaculate Dean of St. Patrick. Lycurgus 
was in the right when he banished all citizens who would not take part 
in the civil war, for neuters are always fit for nothing. 

But Handel had ardent followers, who were indignant at seeing his 
supremacy contested. Henry Carey sang his praise in the following 
verses: 

GEORGE FREDERIC HANDEL. 


* * * 


TO MR. 
* * 

“The envy and the wonder of mankind 

Must terminate, but never can thy lays; 

For when, absorbed in elemental flame, 

This world shall vanish, Music will exist. 

Then their sweet strains, to native skies returning, 

Shall breathe in songs of seraphim and angels, 

Commixt and lost in harmony eternal 

That fills all heaven!” 

On the 9th of December, 1721, Floridante appeared. It was revived 
on the 8d of March, 1788. Burney sums up an analysis of this opera in 
these words: “ The spirit, invention, and science of Handel have never 
been disputed; but by a recent examination of his early works, I am 
convinced that his slow airs are as much superior to those uf his cotem- 
poraries as the others in spirit and science.” 

On the 12th of January, 1728, Otho, or Ottone appeared, which Bur- 
ney selects as the flower of the composer’s dramatic works He says 
that it would be difficult to find in it a single piece, vocal or instrumental, 
which has not been a favorite with the public. According to Mainwar- 
ing, “an eminent master, who was not on good terms with Handel, said 
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of ‘ Affanni del pensier,’ ‘ That great bear was certainly inspired when he 
wrote that song.” Probably Mainwaring refers to Pepusch. 

It was in Ottone that the celebrated Cuzzoni made her first appear- 
ance. Malcolm says, “ her engagement was at the enormous salary of 
£2000 per season, presuming on her future success. Nor were the man- 
agers disappointed, for they were enabled, on the second evening of her 
performance, to demand four guineas for each ticket.% Malcolm has also 
preserved the following quatrain, which was written on the.morning 
after her dédut, and which he designates as “ excellent: ” 


“If Orpheus’ notes could woods and rocks inspire, 
And make dull rivers listen to his lyre’; 
Cutzona’s voice can, with far greater skill, 
Rouse death to life, and what is living kill.” 


Ottone was revived on the 13th of November, 1733. The poem is de- 
dicated by the author, N. Ilaym, “ All’? Eccellenza my Lord Conte di 
Halifax.” 

The season of 1723 was adorned by Giulio Cesare, and by Flavius, 
which Haym dedicated to the directors of the Royal Academy of Music. 
Instead of a final chorus, /lavivs contains a veritable quintett, “ Doni 
pace ;” and this seems to be the first scenic quintett that ever was com- 
posed. A revival of this opera was attempted in 1732, but without suc- 
cess. Julius Cesar, on the other hand, sparkling with beauties, often 
reappeared upon the stage. The last time it was performed was in 1787, 
when it was produced for the purpose of attracting to the theatre poor 
George the Third, who was passionately fond of Handel’s music. Since 
that time, not a single opera by the great master has been performed. 
In Julius Cesar, the air “Da tempesta,” and the accompanied recita- 
tive, Alma d’el gran Pompeo” are still celebrated. Senesino created a 
sensation in the recitative. A writer in the London Magazine of Feb- 
ruary, 1733, relates the following anecdote of him: 

“ When I was last at the opera of Julius Cesar, from which I took 
the hint of writing this paper, a piece of the machinery tumbled down 
from the roof of the theatre upon the stage, just as Senesino had chanted 
forth these words, ‘ Cesare non seppe mai, che sia timore’ (* Cassar does 
not know what fear is.’) The poor hero was so frightened that he 
trembled, lost his voice, and fell crying. Every tyrant or tyrannical 
minister is just such a Cresar as Senesino.” 

But none the less for that, Senesino sang the part of the fierce Tamer- 
lane, in the opera of that name, performed in 1724; the overture of 
which is quoted as a masterpiece. 

In Aodelinda, which followed in 1725, Signora Cuzzoni had so much 
success, that the female fashionable world adopted the brown silk dress, 
embroidered with silver, which she wore in the part. Burney says, 
that “fora year the dress seemed a national uniform for youth and 
beauty.” 











Viterary Intelligence. 


Tae First Quarto Brere 1x Amertca—In 1779 Isaac Collins projected his 
great enterprise, the greatest one at that time, in the publishing business, in 
America; which formed a new era in, and endurably identified his name 
with the history of American printing. This was the issue of 5000 copies of 
a Quarto Family Bible, the first edition of a Quarto Family Bible in the 
United States, and which for accuracy and superior typography, elicited the 
admiration of every one who examined it. To insure this accuracy, the 
proofs were read eleven times, that in spelling and punctuation no error 
should pass undetected. Such was the accuracy of this edition, that it early 
became the stan lard in typography with Bible Societies, and Biblical scholars 
generally.— Blake's Biographical Dictionary, Article, Isaac Collins. 


Deatn or Aveuste Comtre.—In the death of Auguste Comte, which is an- 
nounced by the last foreign arrival, Europe has lost one of its most profound 
and independent thinkers, and science a cultivator surpassed by none in pas- 
sionate devotion to truth, in earnest sincerity of research, or in boldness and 
tenacity of grasp, if not in comprehensiveness of vision. We are not the 
followers of Comte, as a philosophical teacher. His system, in our opinion, 
labors under palpable and important defects. is method was wanting in 
lucidity, his range of intuition was comparatively limited, and his style 
of exposition was as remarkable for the absence of symmetry, as for its strin- 
gent demands on the intellectuality of the student. But we honor Comte 
for his lofty scientific aims. He was intent on reducing the pursuit of truth to 
a practical reality. He sought to harmonize the acquisitions of ages by clearing 
away the rubbish from the products of wisdom, It was his task to undertake 
the analysis of error, to develop the law of its genesis, and to drive it away 
from the field of scientific research. In the sphere of physical facts, the 
Positive Philosophy of Comte presents a clue of inestimable value to the ex- 
plorer of nature. Beyond that limit, its earlier aspects were marked by a 
desolate negation of the ideal. Its later attempts to inaugurate religion and 
sentiment exhibit an erratic play of fancy rather than a sober conviction of 
spiritual realities, Still, the influence of Comte will be deeply felt in the in- 
tellectual development of the age. It was long before he found fit apprecia- 
tion, but he did not taste of death until he had commanded the homage of 
great and noble minds among his cotemporaries. The details of Comte’s 








life are extremely meagre. We have recently published a description of 
some of the most interesting passages in his history, which many of our 
readers will remember, Comte was born January 12, 1798, in Montpellier, 
the beautiful city in the south of France, which has long been famous as the 
resort of American and British invalids in quest of health. At the age of 
sixteen he entered the Polytechnic school at Paris, and for the rest of his life 
made that city his permanent residence. He early exhibited a decided predi- 
lection for mathematical studies, and in 1882 became ateacher of that branch of 
science at the seminary in which he had been educated. The germs of the 
Positive Philosophy,with which his name is identified, were published as early 
as 1820, in a periodical of which he was one of the collaborators. After the 
Revolution of July, 1880, he formed an intimacy with the St. Simonians, and 
for some time was imbued with admiration of the brilliant discoveries which 
they claimed for their master. But Comte was not the man to embrace the 
system of another mind. He boldly followed his own course of inquiry and 
deduction, of which he presented the first fruits to the world in the “ Posi- 
tive Philosopy,” the first volumé of which was published in 1839, and has 
sinee been succeeded by several others. Upon the divulging of what were 
considered, under the scientific etiquette of his time, as audacious specula- 
tions, he lost his position as a publie teacher, and for several years depended 
for a support in giving private lessons in the rudiments of mathematics. Of 
late, a few of his disciples, in different countries, unwilling that the powers 
of so great a man should be wasted in such humble labors for a livelihood, 
had secured to him an annual stipend, which sufficed for the modest wants 
and simple habits of a philosopher.—N. Y. Tribune. 


Lorp Macautay.—Lord Palmerston may lay claim to being the first Eng- 
lish Minister who has made a man distinguished for his authorship a Peer of 
the realm. Macaulay is a writing statesman, and he seems to be introduced 
into the House of Lords for the purpose of assisting that assembly with 
special reports on measures and their historical antecedents. The recogni- 
tion of literature as part of statesmanship is not unprecedented in the 
European countries that rival us in importanee. Prussia, of course, is intel- 
lectual and bookish in its official predilections, Niebuhr, the historian, in 
spite of his democratic opinions—and, as his enemies said, in spite of his 
wanting all statesmanlike qualities—in spite even of his being a Dane, was 
made Under-Secretary of State in Prussia, and Ambassador to the Pope, 
solely to mark his merits as an author. Bunsen, the pupi! and Private Secre- 
tary of Niebuhr, is a Prussian Macaulay—“a very Prussian Macaulay.” 
Liebig, born of humble parents at Darmstadt, and, enabled to study through 
the liberality of the great scientific statesman Humboldt, was raised without 
solicitation to an hereditary barony by the Grand Duke of Hesse. Bach, the 
all-powerful Austrian Minister, has not exactly been raised by his literary 
talent ; but, of humble birth, practising as an attorney in a small town of the 
Lower Danube,-he first, some ten years ago, attracted attention by works 
which he had written, and so became Home Secretary of the Empire, Baron, 
and all that sort of thing. In France many of the most eminent men of the 
present day, as well as of the past—Thiers no less than Mignet, and Guizot 
no less than either—were of ebscure if not humble origin, Villemain was 
raised in 1832 to the dignity of a Peer of France, and from 1839 to 1844 was 
Minister of Public Instruction, solely on account of his literary talents. Lit- 
erature has not done so much for the public men in this country because in 
our free constitution other channels are open; quite as much also because 
public opinion compele Government tp pay more attention to wealth than 
intellect; and yet as much because the free action of arbitrary Governments 
enables them, when they please, to jump over the barriers of hereditary 
rank, and distribute honors according to the will and pleasure of the su- 
preme ruler. We have been inferior to some of our continental rivals; and 
Lord Palmerston is the first to remove the inferiority. ited lanl 

He has chosen an object for the earliest exercise of this honor-distribution 
whieh will be the least calculated to shock prejudices, and the most profit- 
able to the Minister. Mr. Macaulay had already been admitted into “the 
best society,” and people have become so accustomed to regard him as be- 
longing to that upper hemisphere, that they will almost have forgotten any- 
thing peculiar in his being made a‘Peer, excepting that he is known not to 
be rich. Mr. Macaulay is an independent man, but ote safe; & 
Whig and something more—in the oficial direction, Although he has not 
been famous among the rulers of his fellow-countrymen, the fame of his 
writings has made the man famous, and has imparted a species of 
famousness to him in whatever position he has been. ithout we term Soe 
show for it, he has acquired a considerable name in connection wi India; 
much more on account of what he has said than what he has done. He will 
be considered, on account of that repute, to bring some additional wisdom to 
the House of Lords in reference to the debates on India. As a constitutional 
historian he will confer mg % | on the discussions of the Reform Bill. As he 
is a thorough gentleman, in bearing, in principle, and in feeling, as he is 
deeply respected and esteemed by the immense circle with which he has 
personal acquaintance, the Minister who has advised his selection for the 
honors of the Crown gains unbounded, and not unjust, credit for this grace- 
ful coup d’état.—London Leader. hay 

M. Villeneuve has published, in two stout volumes, his “ Histoire d’Alle- 
magne,”—a work, it is asserted, distinguishing itself by a great ingore 
The author divides the history of Germany into ten epochs ; and in those 
periods, which have been treated, before him, in Prof. Luden’s classical work 
on German history, follows that predecessor with great judgment. Every 
epoch is preceded by a chapter on the development of Art and Science. 

A new play, entitled “ Les Enfants de Béranger,” has been announced as 
forthcoming at the Théatre des Variétés, in which Mdlle, Dejazet (now past 
her sixtieth year) will act the part of Béranger when he was a young man.

The audited accounts show that the various performances, readings, and lec- 
tures have realized, after the payment of all expenses, a clear profit of 2,0007. 
The sum is to be expended in the purchase (through trustees) of a Govern- 
ment annuity for Mrs. Jerrold and her unmarried daughter, with remainder 
to the survivor. We are happy to add, in conelusion, that, although we 
have been most generously assisted on many hands, and especially by mem- 
bers of the musical profession, we have never consciously accepted a sacrifice 
that could not be afforded, and have furnished good employment: and just

life, and in the style and idioms of the respective writers, to the end that 
they and their unlearned readers might correctly understand it; and that, 
when translated into the like phraseology of different nations, it might be 
level to the capacity and within the comprehension of the eommon people.”
